ORDINANCE 
FOB 
COMPTROLLER 


Is Read and Laid Over but Will be 


Passed at Next Meeting—New 


Aldermen Present—Vote 


was 
Canvassed. 


The adjourned meeting cf the city 


council held last night was an important 


one. 
The anti-prize fight ordinance was 


passed, the clerk's bond was fixed at (15,- 
000 instead of $5000 and the clerk read for 
the first time the ordinance creating the 
department of finance and office of comp- 
troller. The vote of the city election was 
canvassed. All members were present 
excepting Mr. Irwla and all of the new 
elected aldermen were in 
attendance. 


Mayor-elect Taylor was there and sat be- 
side Mr. Canklin during the meeting. 


The report of the special committee 


composed of Aldermen Montgomery, Gog- 
erty and Carter, made a report on the city 
clerk's band. They said they had investi- 
gated the matter and on account of the 
large amount of money which passed 
through the clerk's hands believed that 
the city bad outgrown Its present plan 
and that there was no way in which the 
accounts could be checked up. They rec- 
ommended a general revision of the code 
of laws. The committee recommended 
the creation of the office of comptroller 
with a bond ot 136,000 and that the city 
elerk's bond be fixed at 110,000. Carter, 
who was a member of the committee 
moved that the bond be made $40,000 for 
the comptroller and $15,000 for the olerk. 
Uatbiaa thought it was too much money 
jut a vote was taken and Carter's motion 
carried. 


Later came an ordinance creating the 


department of finance to have control ot 
the fiscal concerns of the city. 


The department shall embrace the city 


comptroller, the city treasurer and the 
finance committee of tbe council. 
The 


comptroller shall be the head of tbe de- 
partment and shall have the management 
if all matters pertaining thereto. 


The office of comptroller Is created and 


re is to be appointed by the mayor subject 
to confirm, ilon by tbe city council and 
he shall hold office the first term one year 
and two years thereafter. He shall give 
a bond of $40,000. 


He shall exercine general superivslon 


over all offices of tbe city charged with 
he receipt, collection or disbursement of 
corporation revenues. 


He shall tie the fiscal and purchasing 


igent of the city and as such shall have 
be charge and custody of all deeds, 
londs, contracts, mortgages, books, etc., 
lelonjzinR to the city, except such as are 
lirected by law to be kept elsewhere. 


He shall keep all special assessment 


warrants except warrants for water rents. 
He shall have supervision orsr the city 
ebts, contracts, loans, the payment of 
nterest, legal proceedings, with authority 
o institute or discontinue such proceed- 
ngs with approval of the mayor. 


He shall keep tbe books, audit all «e- 


ounts, countersign all warrants drawn 
n the trreasnrer that are signed by the 
mayor, specify from what fund they shall 
>e paid, require oath from all who get 
uoney from the city that tbe work was 
one or goods furnished, require monthly 
eportsin writing from all city officers

Historical. 


The Cumberland Presbyterian church 


as a denomination was born In Dlxon 
county, Tenn., In tha year 1810, during a 
period of great uplrltoal power and revival 
Interest It seems to have been organized 
under a baptism of tbe Holy Ghost; and 
the consecrated men who founded It firm- 
ly believed themselves to be directed In U 
by tbe iplrlt. The following history of 
the Mt. Zlon church of this denomination 
was complied by Rev. P. H, Crider, a 
former pastor, and published In Rev. J. 
B. Logan's "History of the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church in Illinois," date 
1878. 


Mt. Zion congregation, Macon county, 


Illinois, was first organized 
by Rev. 


David Foster at his private house about 
three miles from Mt, Zlon. Tbe organiza- 
tion took place on the 24th day or April. 
1830, and soon was taken under tbe care 
of Sangamon Presbytery. 
Tbe following 


nre the names of the charter members: 
Andrew Wilson, Mary Ann Wilson, Alex- 
ander Wilson, Nancy Wilson, Catherine 
Wilson, Allen Travis, Margaret Travis, 
Alexander W. Bell, Xanoy Jane Bell, 
James D. Campbell, Lavlna Campbell, 
Rhoda Davidson, Andrew Davidson, As- 
senatb Davidson, John Davidson, Samuel 
Davidson, Elizabeth Davidson, Nancy 
Davidson, Ellen Davidson Black, John 
Smith, Margaret Smith, Rebecca Travis, 
David Davis, Polly M. Davis, Wm. D. 
Baker, Marilla Baker, Robert Smith, 
Nancy Smith (Traughher), David Foster, 
Anna Foster, Margaret Foster, Wm. C. 
Foster, Irabella Foster, Nancy Allen 
Foster. Thirty-six names were taken at 
the organization. ,On the 15th day of 
June, 1830, tbe enrolled members met at 
the house of Rev. David Foster and select- 
ed the following brethren ns ruling elders 
of the congregation: Andrew 
Wilson, 


Allen Travis, Robert Smith and Samuel 
Davidson. On tbe 80th of April, 1831, 
Mr. James Scott was chosen as ruling 
elder, also at about tbe same time John 
Smith became a ruling elder of the con- 
gregation. In June, 1823, William M. 
Young was chosen a ruling elder. 


After the death of Rev, David Foster In 


May, 1833, tbe congregation was without 
a pastor or supply for more than a year. 
During this time the congregation declin- 
ed In spirituality, which resulted 
in 


neglecting the Sabbath school and the 
means of grace. After this the labors of 
Rev. Xelll Johnson were secured, who 
preached for tbe ccngrgatlon for one yeir 
and six months. The congregation was 
then without regular preaching until the 
last of November, 1B36, when Rev. Daniel 
Traughber, of Kentucky Presbytery, set- 
tled in the community and supplied the 
congregation with preaching at the reqcest 
of the session. In June. 1837, he joined 
Vandalla Presbytery and was appointed 
to supply Mt. Zlon congregation, which 
bad at that time 108 members. Tbe ses- 
sion met March 27, 1856, for tbe purpose 
of properly arranging their congregation- 
al record, as two new congregations had 
been rtrlcken off from the membership of 
Me. Zion ' congregation—Bethlehem and 
North Fork. In fact about all the con- 
gregations In tbe bounds of Decatur Pres- 
bytery bav« bad their origin from tbe old 
Mt. Zioo congregation. This is one of 
the places where camp meetings were kept 
up far man; years, and the result* can 
never be fully known until the revelation 
of all things at the last day. Thousands 
will rise up on that day and testify that 
they were born again at the consecrated 
alter of old Mt. Zlon. This has been a 
prolific fountain from whence a stream of 
Christian Influence has gone out In every 
direction. Her SODS and daughter* are 
not confined to the limit* of this Pretty- 
tery, but many of them have gone to 
Mlsnnrl, Kansas and other states and 
are at work In th3 Master's cause. But 
the greater number of tbo*e who have 
been begotten In tbe gospel at this place 
have finished their work an earth and 
have gone to our Father's house in 


heaven. Such brethren as the Smiths, 
Davidsons, Wilsons and 
many others 


toiled long and bird at Mt. Zion, and at 
last died at their post. » * * The fol 
lowing aro the names of the ministers of 
the gospel who have been pastors and sup 
plies of this congregation since Its organ. 
izatlon: David Foster (died 1833), .Veil! 
Johnson, 
Daniel 
Traughber 
(dradj, 


Samuel Aston (died bera NOT. 1856), 
John T. A. Anderson, H. T. Marlow, T. 
R. Lester, R. G. Garden (died here July, 
1874), K. M. Baker, P. H. Crider. The 
above have all been pastors and supplies, 
besides the following who supplied tbe 
pulpit for a few months each at interven- 
ing times: J. C. Smith, Abner Lansden, 
Joseph B. Lawrence, J. D. Cowan and M. 
Dlllow. During the centenuiul year of 
1876 
the 
congregation 
repaired their 


church property to an amount consider- 
ably over WOO. They support their pastor 
for all bU time, and regularly attend to 
the monthly contribution for missions. 
* * * The church has at present about 
175 members, and a Sabbath school of 
about 75 pupils with eight teachers. 
Tbo 


first 
Sabbath school In this (Macon) 


county was organized at this place by 
Rev. David Foster in 1831. Tbe first 
superintendent was James Scott, and tbe 
assistant was Andrew Wilson. The first 
sermon In this county by a Cumberland 
Presbyterian was preached by Bev. John 
M. .Berry In an old log school bouse three 
and a half miles southwest of Decatur. 


Tbe above is taken verbatim with the 


exception of a few unimportant omis- 
sions. The author, Rev. Crlder, has been 
dead for several years, and of tbe remain- 
Ing ministers whom he mentions but two 
within the knowledge ur the present 
writer ara still living—N. M. Baker and 
M. Dlllow, but there may possibly be others. 
Of the ministers who have ailed the pul 
pit of this congregation since Rev. Cri 
der's record was written to tho present 
time we give the following, and there 
may have been some others whose names

Tbe most of these are yet living and some 
of them are preaching at other points. Of 
the charter members who were enrolled at 
the organization of the church, but one 
still remains—"Uncle" Alex Bell, as he 
Is lovingly called—who still lingers at 
tbe advanced age of 8F. This sketch 
would be Incomplete without a few words 
about this beloved old saint. 


A.W. Hell. 


Alexander W. Bell was born In Greene 


county, Tenn., May 32,1812. He came to 
Illinois In the fall of 1829 and Is it 
present the oldest settler In Mt. Zion. In 
1832 be enlisted in the Fifth Regiment, 
Illinois Mounted Volunteers, and served 
In the Black Hawk war. For a while he 
was in Captain Nilos' company in which 
Abraham Lincoln was also a volunteer 
and was well acquainted with him. In 
tbe early days of the church and Snnday 
school Uncle Alex led the singing and 
"lined off the hymns" to tbe congrega- 
tion. In those days hymn books we-e not 
plentiful and the leader would read out to 
tbe congregation a line of the hymn to be 
sung, then, after singing it, another line 
would be read and sang, aud so on 
through the hymn. For many years 
Uncle Alex has been a member of the 
board of elders of this congregation, but 
of late years he has not been able to take 
an active part; bnt he is nonsuited for ad- 
vice on all Important church matters. He 
occasionally gets out to church services In 
pleasant weather, where a comfortable 
arm-chair and soft cushion always await 
aim. Everybody loves and reverences 
Uncle Alex, and many are the pleasant 
and Interesting reminiscences that he can. 
relate. 


The Old Chnrch 


The old log church flrst built by this 


conprcsation is still In existence and now 
stands ou a farm about two miles couth 
of town, where It was removed when the 
present frame church was erected. The; 
old log church was about thirty feet 
square, and stood facing tbe south a few 
raids north and east from the present 
church building. Near by tbe old church 
used to stand a gigantic "Hnckberr?" 
tree into which a staple was driven and 


t was where Rev. Daniel Tranghber 


hitched bis horse. Tbe tree was called 
'Uncle Dan'l's hitching post,"and no 
OD« elie thought of appropriating this post 
when "Uncle Dan'l", the pastor, needed: 
it. 
! 


The church was seated with slabi split 


out smooth on tbe upper surface and sup- 
ported by pegs driven into tbe under side. 
The floor of the church for tbe first year 
or 10 was mother eertb. Tbe heating of 
tbij primitive place Of worship was ac- 
complished by building a box on either 
side of tbe church about six feat long and 
< 


four feet wide and about cne foot high. 
These rough boxes or pens werp filled 
with earth and charcoal burned on them. 
The building was lighted by five windows 
that had real glass in them. The build- 
Ing of this church was done on the co- 
operative plan. 
Different sounds of uiun 


were apportioned so many logs to hew and 
bring in from the timber ready for use. 
Others made the shingles, and so was the 
work done. A part of the «i<i palplt of 
this church is still preserved, and it Is In- 
tended to have It on exhibition during 
the anniversary. Adjoining the church 
lot, ana, Indeed, being a part of it, is tbe 
old cemetery. Scarcely lees sacred ground 
Is this for the^bodles of most of the old 
"Fathersand Mothers in Zion" rest there. 
Men lie buried hero whose neighbors 
went to the timber, felled the trees and 
hewed out the boards and made the coffla 
that they lie In. This old burying 
ground was filled years ago, and a new 
and larger one was provided. The old 
ground is looked after and kept In repair 
end there are but few of the older families 
in this part of the country but what are 
interested in it.. 


Officers and Members. 


During its existence Mt. Zlon C. P. 


church has received hundreds of pereons 
into membership, but to make a correct 
estimate of tho_number from tbe record! 
would be a task requiring time and labor. 
Tbe most of them are dead; many of 
them have moved to other parts of tbe 
country. The present 
membership Is 


about 200, of which Rev. M. C. Cockrnm 
is pastor. 


Tba church owns a very pleasant and 


comfortable parsonage. The lot on which 
the church building stands Is quite large 
and splendidly located, but the church 
building—tbe second built av this people 
—is becoming old, and tbe probabilities 
arc that not far in the future a now and 
modern structure will have to take It* 
place. Tbo church as a society is active 
and progressive. Its Sunday school—the 
senior Sunday school of Macon county— 
numbers a hundred pupils or more, li live 
and pushing, but none of its charter 
members are yet among them. It baa 
one of the best 
Christian Endeavor 


societies In the county, with an active 
membership of about sixty, and a large 
nourishing junior Endeavor of about fifty 
members. Tbo ladies' missionary society 
la also doing good work, and deservoi 
special mention. The present executive 
board of the church is as follows: Rev.

it for the very apparent reason tbat they 
undertook to humiliate Greece and ourry 
favor with the murderous Turk. Had 
the powers accepted tbe wishes of the peo- 
ple of Crete who desired to be annexed to 
Greece and told tha|Turk he;must go.tbere 
•would have been no war and the powers 
would now be credited wltb at least an 
honesty of purpose. But they elected to 
do^tne wrong thing and proceeded to aid 
Turkey as against Greece and the spirited 
Greek having tbe assurance that be was 
fight bas accepted battle from tbe Turk 
on tbe frontier and so far bas shown tbat 
lie can fight and die for bis rights and 
while doing so oauseJTurkey to understand 
it has no mean foe to deal with. In this 
matter Greece baa the sympathy of the 
people of the civilized world while the 
powers have demonstrated tbat they do 
not know bow to be honest in performing 
tbe task they have voluntarily assumed. 


The latest reports in yesterday's dis- 


patches show that so far, on the general 
prnclpal of strategy In war, the Greeks 
have the bert of it and tbe sultan admits 
as much wben be sends Osman Pasha to 
•upeicede Edhem Pasha in command of 
the armies operating agaalst .Tyrnavo 
and Larissa. Tbe latter has all along 
been written up in tbe dispatches as a 
great strategist whose plans all worked 
out like machinery but it. seems when he 
carried tbe pass at Malounl and moved 
toward Tyrnova be left on either wing 
two formidable Greek armies to harass 
his line of supplies which have been cut 
oft by a dash of the Gieek naval squad- 
ron on the Bay ot Salonioa leaving the 
great strategist In a preoaiioas position 
wllch Osman Pasha has gone out to cor- 
rect while the great Edhem will be sent 
to other fields when, there are lees Greeks 
to encounter. What Osman may accom- 
plish remains to be seen. 


The Greeks are in want of rapid firing

Their W«r» with the More Cnnain» 
Wildest and the Le» Cunning Hawk. 


"It is curious how a. wildcat gets the 


best of young- wild turkeys," said a na- 
tive of the Juniata-valley, in the moun- 
tains overlooking- which the wild tur- 
key still finds secure corert and cou- 
genial eavironment. "The wild turkey 
is about as wary a thing as lives, wheth- 
er it is youngi or old, and the wildcat 
knows it. As soon, as a brood of young 
turkeys are big- enooigb and strong 
snough to be turned adrift by their 
mother to earn their OMTI living the 
wildcat's mouth begins to water for 
them, and he brings his cunning- in play 
to capture them. He needs his cun- 
ning, too, although they cannot fly yet, 
they ean run faster than a deer and their 
habit of hUliog themselves at the faint- 
est suspicion of danger—and they are 
always on the sharp lookout for dan- 
ger—is as invariable as that of the 
young grouse and quail. 
A wild- 


eat stands but little chance of catch- 
ing a j'ounjr wild turkey by crouch- 
ing OB a limb and pouncing- down 
upon it, as the suspicious fowl surveys 
its sumrouncKrjga on every side and 
above and below, wilfh every step it 
takes and every mouthful it eats. It 
Iras to be a more than wary beast that 
takes it by surprise. 


"But the wildcat has tactics. Dis- 


covering a brood of young turkeys, he 
knows that there is no use trying to 
Keep his proximity a secret, so he takes 
pains to let the turkeys sec him steal- 
ing along in their rear. That hurries 
the flock onward, but the birds pres- 
ently stop and. look back to Bee if the 
enemy is still in pursuit. The wildcat 
keeps himself in sig-ht, but 
always 


comes into view of the turkeys as sitea.k- 
ing out of a hiding place. He does this 
three or four times and then disap- 
pears in the forest. Ha has satisfied 
himself as to the exact direction the 
(look will keep, and has left on their 
suspicious natures the impression thiot 
he is on their trail. Believing fihatthe 
foe is creeping- in the rear, the turkeys 
ore alert in that direction particularly. 
The wildcat knows his business, and, 
making a circuit of the woods, he comes 
out far aliead of the turkeys right i-n 
the path they are fecd'-ng along aind 
hicieshijn&elf behinxl a log-,aroekorany 
obstacle near which the turkeys will 
pass, stillcauttou&Iy gnurding their rear. 
Theflock feed on tlic-ir vra-. They reach 
the spot where their unsuspected foe 
is lying in wait. Suddenly there is a 
sprin,?, a scuffle, a faint gobble a-nd a 
"scattering- of thc brood, a.nd away 
bounds the wildcat with one of the 
number for his dinner. 


"During the callow period of tha tur- 


key hen's brood the mother turkey 
constantly watches far and instantly 
warns thc chicks "against another ruth- 
less foe. <!his is the chicken ha-nk. It 
i^ wonderful how quickly the hen tur- 
key detects the coming o£ the hawk. 
She discovers it nearly as soon aa the 
hawk, in his soaring place among- the 
clouds, has got his eye on her and her 
brood. 
VWule the hawk is dropping 


down uipon them the old turkey utters 
n sharp and peculiiar cry, and instantly 
every chick either scampers to a hid- 
ing1 place or falls over on the ground 
and simulates death as perfectly as 
the possum ever did. 
The preying 


chicken hawk will dir.e on nothing but 
what he captures alive and kills. IIcw 
tie young turkeys know that is more 
than, anyone can. say, but it is evident 
that they do know it. If rhey are true 
to their instinct and remain as they 
fall until the, mother gives them the sig- 
nal that nil is nvell, the hawk, seeing 
nothing but dead game, as he snppoF-es, 
will sail awny again. The mother will 
not give the signal to her brood that nil 
is well until the ha-wk is out of sight. 
and then at a cluck up will jump every 
chick. It sometimes happens that a 
chick is impatient and attempts to nm 
things itself, coming to life before it 
gets the word from its mother. Thc 
ohick that does eo is Icr.t, for the hover- 
ing hawk will have its talons on it nl- 
most instantly, nlthoi'gh the chick lias 
quickly obeyed a Fvcnn;] orilpr from if <, 
mother in the bushes and died ng-uin."
